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Altona council is anxious to

All but 45 acres of the depot site 
will be taken over by the Commis- 
sion in November this year. 


The SEC is retaining 30 acres at the Ross 
Road end for storage purposes ‘and the re- 
maining 15 acres has been acquired by the 
Education Department for Paisley High 
School. 

Commenting on the matter at last week’s 
council meeting, Cr. Les Crofts said: “I am 
delighted to see this depot go as a result of 
pressure on the SEC by this council and al- 
though I do not want Housing Commission 
homes in its place at least they are better 
than a briquette dump. 

“ft move that we arrange a major depu- 
tation to meet representatives of the Com- 
mission as soon as possible”, he said. 

Cr, Crofts was supported by Cr. Ray 
Richards, who added: “I’m also happy to see 
the depot go, but I will not be happy to'see 
the Housing Commission drop about 3000 
people in its place without providing the 
proper facilities. 

“Tf Commission homes are to be built 
there,. then they should be accompanied by 
an infant welfare cenire, a youth centre, and 
other essential amenities. 

“It should certainty not be up to this 
council and the ratepayers of this community 
to foot the bill for the Housing Commission. 

“The sooner we arrange a deputation, the 
better’, he said. The motion by Cr. Crofts 
was passed. 

Town clerk, Mr. Syd Fell, told councillors 
that correspondence from council and the 
Paisley High School Committee relative to 
the extension of the high school area had been 
forwarded to the Housing Commission.

The ESVW will never 
find a home in the family 
garage — it is a concept 
car, one that presses de- 
sign and production tal- 
ents near their limits in 
exploring new ideas to 
cope with the hostile envi- 
ronment of a high-speed 
collision.

According to Professor 
Ernst Fiala, head of re- 
search and development:

@ A head-on crash into a 
parked vehicle ‘twice the 
weight of the ESVW at 75 
mph.
